A Stery which Smacks of the Days of 
Captain Hidd. 


The Honolulu, Sandwich Islands, 
Saturday press says: “About a year 
ago a number of men living in Hono- 
lulu were moved by a spirit of adven- 
ture and desire for gold to such an ex- 
tent, that they determined to exchange 
the banana and cigarette life of the 
islands for the life of arover of the 
sea ‘To thisend they purchased for 
$3000, the small brig Ninito, with 
which they proposed to visit the south- 
east coast of Africa and barter with 
the untamed savages of that far off 
country, and, if possible, mine in the 
gold fields there. While this pretty 
little plan was being elaborated, a 
was given to. the 
thoughts of the prompters of the 
scheme by the arrival of a Swedish 
sailor named Permien. He learned of 
the scheme apd immediately interested 
himself in it, but proposed to navigate 
the Ninito and her crew of adventur- 
ers andfortune-hunters to some north- 
ern coast where the somewhat unu- 
sual combination of gold digging and 
salmon fishingcould be successfully 
worked. Permien told such aglow- 
ing story that the company of 
adventurers, mostly mechanics and ig- 
norant of the mysteries of navigation 
and the wonders of Siberia, placed 
him at the head of their expedition, 
with a share in all possible profits. 
The Ninito was loaded with salt for 
the salmon, flour to trade with. and 
mining tools and fishing ta pur- 
chased in San Francisco, and on the 
21 of last March sailed from Honolulu 
with a full crew, and eight of the 
Stockholders of the “East Siberia 
Fishing and Mining Company” (as the 
expedition was oflicially named) as 
passengers. The passports of those 
on board were found to be for Vladi- 
vostock, Siberia. 

When the brig was out of sight of 
the islands, the captain and mate forc~ 
ed the passengers to do sailors’ work, 
and the captain and a passenger nam- 
ed Nelson, formed a conspiracy to run 
to the nearest island, leave the passen- 
gers, sail to the next port, and sell the 
entire outfit and brig, pocketing the 
proceeds as a reward for their ingenu- 
ity. Thisscheme failed fora time, 
and on the fortieth day aut the little 
brig sailed into the port of Hakodati, 
island of Jesso. There Nelson, while 
on shore, attempted to rob another one 


of the passengers, named Mason, of a 


watch. Mason attempted to kill Nel- 
sonin order to bring about an open 
rupture which should decide whether 
the conspirators or the passengers 
should thereafter manage the expedi- 
tion. In thisamicable and highly di- 
plomatic endeavor he was unsuccess-— 
ful, and thebrig continued until 
Viadivostock was reached. gt 

There the dupes of the Swede’s 
scheme found that no mining could be 
done without a permit from St. Peters- 
burg, and Msson “gave away” the 
captain’s conspiracy to some English- 
speaking person he met. For this, 
Permien handed Mason over to the 
officer of a Russian man-of-war ona 
charge of attempt to commit murder. 
The Russian did not hold him, as the 
offense wascommitted ina Japanese 
port. Mason then accepted an offer 
of Permien to sell his interest, and 
worked his way to this city.

Frequently has this Police 

Court mind had to call to order 
and reprimand counsel for in- 
sulting in its mind, the dignity of 
the Police Court; but in no in- 
stance has one of the white law- 
yers so offending, been libeled a 
“contemptible shyster.” Only 
recently, lawyer W. A.-Cook was 
fined fifty dollars for a similar and 
far more flagrant conduct by Judge 
Wylie, but yet the proverhual irre- 
tability of the bench found solace 
‘in no such insulting epithets as 
have been attributed to Judge 
Snel]. We are not prepared to 
say how Jndge Wylie would have 
acted towards a colored lawyer 
for an offense, judging from the 
respective fines imposed, five 
times as great aslawyer Moss’s. 
One thing is certain, however that 
neither Judge Wylie nor Judge 
Snell would have dared insult 
white counsel by such unprofes- 
sional language. But this Jan- 
guage used by Judge Snell is what 
might be called-“Police Court”-ly 
slander, and perhaps is not un- 
seemly. 
We call attention to this fact 
because it savors strongly of that 
prejudice against color which dif- 
ferentiates among citizens under 
like circumstances, a prejudice 
which even an exalted shyster 
might lay aside for the adoption

The colored 
teachers, said he, are entitled Lo all the places 
in the colored schools since they have but @ 
small re tation.

appropriations for definite purposes, which he | 
could not divert into a statement of amount 
expended for general repairs.

Mr. J. H. Smith ealied up hts resolution in 


regard tothe appointment of male teachers, 
and it was decided to take it up at the next 
meeting. Healso offered the following reso- 
lutions: 


Resolved. That in the opinion of this board 


the views of the secretary of the treasury, as 
expressed in his annual report, as to the man- 
ner the appropriations for the district schools 
should be made are correct, viz: That aslong 
as sections 2l and 306, revised statutes of the 
district remain unrepealed, which provides, 
in substance, that the money to be divided 
between the white and colored schools in the 
proportion that the number of white children 
between the ages of 6 and 17 years of age 
bears to the number of colored children be- 
tween these ages. 


Resolved further, That this board urge 


upon congress the practicability of making 
appropriations in pursuance of the statutes 
above cited. 


In introducing the above, Mr. Smith said 


that the prevailing idea was that the colored 
schools got more than their share of the ap- 
propriations, but such was not the case, and 
he wanted congress to specify the amount 
that should be given to the colored schools, 
The resolution was referred. ? 


The printing of 2,000 copies of the annual 


report of the board was approved. 


By a vote of 5 to 2 it was agreed to leave the 


matter of changing the recess hour to the dis- 
cretion of the supervising principals of each 
divisions. The board then adjourned. 


The above resolution it is hoped will receive 


the immediate consideration of the board. 
Commissioner West claims that we have got 
more than we are entitled to. Trustee Smith 
is right and will see that the colored schools 
have what is necessary.

In the bottom 
was placed a quantity of saw dust three 
inches in thickness. On this tne female 
laid her eggs and sat until they were 
hatched. Recent works question the 
fact that parrots breed in domestication, 
but there exists too many trustworthy 
evidences tothe contrary to allow the 
denial to remain.
